The rem arkable showing made 
by Rush county in its tuberculo­ 
sis test for cattle has come 
to 
the attention of 
the

States D epartm ent of 
A gricul­ 
ture. J. E. Gibson of the Bureau 
of anim al husbandry with 
his 
offices in Indianapolis stated, in 
a letter to Jesse Brooks, 
presi­ 
dent of the Rush county Farm 
Bureau, th at this county would 
i ndoubtedly receive the rating 
of a modified accredited area. 
This classification, while 
it 
does not show th at all tubercu- 
loss has been stamped 
out 
in 
the county , it does show 
that 
the 
condition 
is 
unusually 
healthful and th at with proper 
precautions, herds in this county 
can be kept relatively free from 
the disease. Mr. Gibson’s letter 
was highly complimentary to the 
county and it follows in part: 
“This office is in receipt 
of 
the final report submitted by Dr. 
E. E. Coshow who supervised the 
work of tuberculosis eradication 
in Rush County , indicating th at 
the percent of infection in y our 
county has been reduced to not 
more than one half of one per

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THE WATER SITUATION 


A new danger lurked today in the order from 
the state b oard of health regarding the sugges­ 
tion tha t the city w ater should b e b oiled, b e­ 
cause m any people are now taking w ater from 
neighb orhood wells, and m any wells tha t have 
not b een in use regularly . 
A representative of the m edical profession 
today asserted tha t it was b y far m uch b etter 
for people to use the city w ater and b oil it, tha n 
to take any chances on drinking w ater from 
wells, especially unless the well w ater has b een 
tested also. 
W ater m ay look clear and good, and also 
have the taste 
of pure w ater, b ut a t the 
sam e tim e it 
m ight b e full of 
contam ination. 
This was evidenced b y the fact tha t those who 
have b een drinking from the fountains in the 
city hall, never questioned the taste, and never 
knew tha t the w ater did not m easure up to the 
stan d ard until the analy sis was made. 
The officials do not b elieve tha t the w ater 
contains any serious contam ination, b ut is due 
to some surface w ater getting into the m ains. 
However, as the situation has b een turned over 
to the state d epartm ent of health, and they have 
suggested tha t the w ater b e b oiled for drinking 
purposes until some exact determ ination can b e 
reached, it is well to take their advice. 
On the other hand, persons using outside 
wells had b etter take the sam e precaution, b e­ 
cause if there is any surface cqntam ination tha t 
can find its way into the city pipes, it would 
m ore easily find its way into a well.

In Area Around Business Dis- 


trict, In Effort To Trace 


Trouble 


TRACES OF SEWAGE IS 


FOUND IN SOME TESTS 


Water Is Pure When It Leaves 
Wells, But Becomes Infested 


In The .Mains 


No new developments were re- 


ported today in the water situa- 
tion in Rushville, and the order 
urging consumers of water to 
boil it, before drinking, was still 
effective. 


A survey, in an effort to lo- 


cate the trouble, is now under 
way by representatives 
of the 


state board of health who are 
here working on the job. 


They arrived Friday atfernoon 


and immediately took 24 sam- 
ples of water from faucets with- 
in a short radius of the city 
hall building, where the water 
was first found to be unsatis- 
factory. 


A report on these samples will 


be made and then a wider cir- 
cuit will be tested, in order to 
close in on the place showing 
the most irregular and unsatis- 
factory water. After the area has 
been decided upon as being the 
cause of the trouble, a house to 
house visit will be made and 
pipes examined. 
The tests in the water which 


have showed traces of outside 
Water, reveal that it is probably 
surface water, with sewage hav- 
ing access. Sewage water most 
generally is considered a breed- 
ing place for typhoid germs, it 
was stated. For this reason the 
boiling of water was being urg- 
ed.The outside-water is still be- 
#ved to be caused from cisterns, 
where motors are used to pump 
the. water from the cistern in- 
to the house pipes, and it was 
stated that a heavy penalty is 
provided if the cistern pipes are 
found to be tapped into the 
pipes used for city water. 
Samples are taken daily of 


water when it comes out of the 
wells in use, and these samples 
show no trace of contamination, 
which shows that the water is 
affected after it reaches the 
.mains.

REPORT FOLLOWS WORK 


OF T. B. CATTLE TESTS 


Man in Charge of State Praises 


Conditions in Cattle, Follow- 


ing Survey Here 


The remarkable showing made 


by Rush county in its tuberculo- 
sis test for cattle has come to 
the attention of 
the United 


States Department of Agricul- 
ture. J. E. Gibson of the Bureau 
of animal husbandry with 
his 


offices hi Indianapolis stated, in 
a letter to Jesse Brooks, presi- 
dent of the Rush county Farm 
Bureau, that this county would 
Lndoubtedly receive the rating 
of a modified accredited area. 


This classification, while 
it 


does not show that all tubercu- 
loss has been stamped out in 
the county, it does show 
that 


the 
condition 
is 
unusually 


healthful and that with proper 
precautions, herds in this county 
can be kept relatively free from 
the disease. Mr. Gibson's letter 
was highly complimentary to the 
county and it follows in part: 


"This office is in receipt of 


the final report submitted by Dr. 
E. E. Coshow who supervised the 
work of tuberculosis eradication 
in Rush County, indicating that 
the percent of infection in your 
county has been reduced to not 
more than one half of one per 
cent, and I am very glad to ad- 
vise you that recommendation 
has been made to the Washing- 
ton Office that Rush County be 
officially designated as a modi- 
fied accredited area. 


"I am sure that our recom- 


mendation will be followed and- 
that your county will be declared 
a modified accredited area, not 
later than September 1st, and 
possibly before that time. This 
does not mean of course, that 
tuberculosis has been 
entirely 


eradicated from the herds in 
your county, but it does mean 
that the percent of infection has 
been reduced to a point 
that 


with reasonable precaution on 
the part of herd owners 
your 


county may be kept relatively 
free of this devastating disease. 


"There are yet some infected 


herds in Rush cqunty, which 
will be retested at the 
proper 


time, and we hope that these re- 
tests will rid these herds of in- 
fection." 


"In this connection I am tak- 


ing this opportunity to extend 
to you and your 
organization, 


and through you. the people of 
Rush county our heartiest con- 
gratulations, on this happy solu- 
tion of what would most 
cer- 


tainly have become an aggravat- 
ing situation at no distant day 
had not this early action been 
taken. 


"I desire especially to thank 


vou and your organization for 
the very fine cooperation extend- 
ed to our inspectors during 
the 


tiirie the work was being con- 
ducted Our. inspectors have no 
hesitancy in saying that the co- 
operation extended by the peo- 
ple of Rush County was the fin- 
est they have received in 
any 


county in Indiana to which they 
have been assigned."

mie plant looks like a good grade 
of linen and a shirt made from 
the fiber will last at least ten 
years. The cloth is also used in 
making men's suits and women's 
dresses. It has a silken 
lustre 


which adds greatly to its 
at- 


tractiveness, Mieton said. 


The Ramie plant requires very 


little cultivation and resists alike 
extreme hot and cold .weather 
and replanting is necessary only 
at intervals of about 25 years. 


A small space of ground was 


planted with ramie as an experi- 
ment here about 35 years ago. 
Now the growth is hardy 
and 


thriving despifce the handicap 
of neglect and lack of cultiva- 
tion, Mipton said. 


Louisiana particularly and the 


southern coast and southeastern 
states generally are adapted to 
the growth of Ramie and before 
many years Mioton expects to 
see the plant take its place as 
one of the chief textile indus- 
tries of the country.

FARM NOTES 


Progress in eradication of bo- 


vine tuberculosis is reflected in 
figures reporting the results of 
the work for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1928, and the status 
existing at the opening of the 
new year, July 1, as made public 
by Dr. John R. Mohler of 
the 


United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. 


Doctor Mohler, who is chief of 


the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
announced that during the year 
ending June 30 tuberculin test 
was administered to a total of 
10$26,280 cattle; or more than 
a 'million in excess of the larg- 
est previous record. In October 
1927, and in March, May 
and 


June 1928, the cooperating State 
and Federal forces tested 
more 


than 1,000,000 cattle in 
each 


month.' 


On July 1, 1928, herds number- 


ing 169,356 and containing 2,256,- 
938 cattle were fully accredited 
as tuberculosis 
free, having 


passed two or more tests. This 
is an increase of 38,380 accredit- 
ed herds in one year. 


In addition 15,968,714 cattle 


in 1,961,113 herds have passed 
one successful test, and many of 
these are in modified accredited 
areas. On July 1 there we.re 2,- 
290.752 herds containing 21,418,- 
977 cattle under State and Fed- 
eral supervision for eradication 
of tuberculosis, or slightly more

mum. Area work is under way in 
more than 400 additional coun- 
ties, so that progress has been 
made in 1,119 counties, or more 
than one third of all counties in 
the United States.

•A new danger lurked today in the order from 


the state board of health regarding'the sjjgges- 
tion that the city water should be boiled, be- 
cause many people are how taking water from 
neighborhood wells, and many wells that have 
not been in use regularly. 
-i 
A representative of the medical profession 


today asserted that it was by far much better 
for people to use the city water and boil it, than 
to take any chances on drinking water from 
wells, especially unless the well water has been 
tested also. 
„ 


Water may look clear and good, and also 


have the taste of pure water, but at the 
same time it might be full of contamination. 
This was evidenced by the fact that those who 
have been drinking from the fountains in the 
city hall, never questioned the taste, and never 
knew that the water did not measure up to the 
standard until the analysis was made. 


The officials do not believe that the water 


contains any serious contamination, but is due 
to some surface water getting into the mains. 
However, as the situation has been turned over 
to the state department of health, and they have 
suggested that the water be boiled for drinking 
purposes until some exact determination can be 
reached, it is well to take their advice. 


On the other hand, persons using outside 


wells had better take the same precaution, be- 
cause if there is any surface contamination that 
can find its way into the city pipes, it would 
more easily find its way into a well.

Hearing completion in England. ' 
At Howden, Yorkshire, the R-100 
has progressed far enough for 
parliamentaries 
and 
visiting 


dignitaries to make inspections 
an take tea on her spacious pro- 
menade deck. Test flights are 
scheduled this month. The R-101 
a similar type of ship, is rapidly 
being completed at Cardington, 
Bedfordshire. 


The ships 'are of $5,000,000 cu- 


bic feet capacity. They will ac- 
commodate 100 passengers and a 
crew of forty. Those who jour- 
ney in the air liners will have 
all the conveniences of modern 
ocean travel. In order that they 
may get a good view of the ter- 
ritory over which the 
ships 


pass, the promenades will be- 
enclosed with transparent ma- 
terial. 


Two-berth 
cabins, a 
large 


lounge and dining room, an elec- 
tric kitchen, a bar, in fact ev- 
erything except a swimming pool 
will be provided for air travel. 
The lounge will measure 33 by 44' 
feet and the dining room 
accommodate 50 passengers. The 
lounge may be used for dancing. 


Lieut. Col. V. C. 
Richmond, 


chief of the designing depart- 
ment at Cardington, has 
said 
that both ships are planned for 
the Indian, South African, and 
Australian routes, and not for 
the Atlantic crossing. "The ships 
could easily make the non-stop 
flight of 3,500 to 4,000 miles a- 
cross the Atlantic," he explained 
"but they could not carry a suf- 
ficient paying load. They will 
probably do. on the Indian route 
first, where stopping places will 
be about 2,500 miles apart." 
' Lieut. Col. Richmond outlined 
some of the new features of the 
R-101 as follows: 


Heavy oil will be used for fuel 


instead of petrol, which has been 
blamed for all airship fires; 


The length of the ship is only
